The Last Bow! Judgments 
Revelation 16:8-11 


Last week we studied the first 
three of the seven last terribie 
Plagues upon earth during the 
Great Tribulation. Today, we 
shall study plagues four and 
five dealing with first the inten- 
sifying of the sun's rays follow- 
ed by total darkness. 

In plague four the heat from 
the sun will increase until the 
bodies af unsaved men upon 
the eartn will be scorched. “And 
tha fourth ange! poured out his 
vial upon the sun; and power 
was given unto him to scorch 
men with fire.“ Verse 8. Under 
this plague men will be receiv- 
ing direct judgment from the 
heavens. 

In plague five the tight from 
the sun will be blacked out and 
unsavec men will grope in tota 
darkness suffering with terrible 
sunburn. “And the fifth angel 
poured out his vial upon the 
seat of the beast; and his 
kingdom was full of darkness; 
and they gnawed their tongues 
for pain.” 

As a result of the first five 
plagues we can visualize the 
overall condition of the unsaved 
of the world. They are covered 
with terrible sores, the air is

Bids will be taken May 17 
in Lansing on projects for 
advancing Interstate - 475 
Freeway in Flint and US-131 
Freeway in Montcalm Coun- 
ty, The State Highway Com- 
mission announced today. 

The freeway projects are 
among 47 highway and air- 
port construction and main- 
tenance projects on which 
bids will be taken. 

The |-475 work, estimated 
at approximately $8.2 mil- 
lion, involves construction 
of 2.5 miles of freeway be- 
tween the M-54 (Dort High- 
way) Connector and Cardiff 
Street, including paving and 
freeway fighting. It is sche- 
duled for completion fate in 
1980. 

The US-131 project, esti- 
mated at $6.5 million, is for 
construction of 3.5 miles of 
freeway, including four brid- 
ges and paving between the 
present US-131 terminus near 
M-46 and the north Mont- 
calm Gounty line. It is the 
first major project to close 
the gap in US-131 between 
M-46 and the existing free- 
way south of Cadillac.

A step in the right direction — but 
only a step. 

That's the way 1 look at a move in the 
Michigan Legislature to change the 
method of selecting state supreme 
court judges. ; 

At present, members of the Michigan 
Supreme Court are nominated by party 
conventions, then run on a non-partisan 
Statewide baltot. Incumbent justices 
can renominate themselves by filing an 
affidavit of intent to run. 

The new approach, partway through 
the legislative process, would be for 
supreme court justices to run in non- 
partisan primaries, and then in non-par- 
tisan elections — taking the whole 
thing out of partisan politics. 

Sco far, so good. But that’s only 
part-way. Non-partisan nominations, 
followed by non-partisan elections, may 
remove ihe sligia of party politics; but 
it places full emphasis on name 
recognition and personality, rather than 
on skill and experience. See what’s 
happened on Michigan's State Court of 
Appeals, which is replete with well- 
known names, mainly because of the 
non-partisan primary and election. 

Admittedly name recognition and 
elect-ability are prime requisites for 
partisan nomination at present; they 
would become controlling under the 
new system. And partisanship would 
not necessarily be forbidden, either: 
well organized pressure groups, includ- 
ing parties, certainly would work for 
their favorites. 

Even so, it will be better than the 
hybrid now in effect. Now, if the 
Legislature would only take the next 
step — namely, appointment of judges. 
That's the way it should be handled.

Speaking of the Michigan Legisla- 
ture... 

Lawmakers borrowing money from 
loobyists is in thc news these days, and 
rightly so, whenever it is discovered. it 
seems Sen. Earl Nelson borrowed 
$5,000 from one friend, active in legis- 
lative observation, and another $1,000 
from a registered lobbyist. 

That’s bad judgment by the senator, 
but it’s not illegal. Much talk has been 
going around about outlawing such 
activities; that’s impractical, in my 
view. The answer boils down to judge- 
ment. How can you outlaw friendship, 
anyway?

Especially revealing was the com- 
the senator's indiscretions with the 
conviction of Rep. Monte Geralds, who 
had been found guilty of embezzling 
$24,000 from a law client. 

Nelson's action was worse, this 
leader claimed, because it went to the 
heart of the legislative process. 

How short-sighted such a view. Ap- 
parently, he feels it’s better to steal 
$24,000 from someone outside the 
legislative process than to borrow 
$5,000 from a legislative hanger-on. 
That comparison tells you something 
about the priorities of some tegislators.

Let’s keep this essay centered on the 
Michigan Legislature for a moment. 

The Detroit News conducted a survey 
of legislators, labhvists and staff aides, 
asking them to select the 10 best 
Jawmakers and the 10 worst. Then they 
pubiished the results, with considerable 
comment and hooplah. 

The legislators acted properly in boy- 
cotting the survey, refusing to return 
the questionnaires; of 749 sent out 
altogether, only 103 were returned. 

The newspaper should have shown as 
good sense, and boycotted any publi- 
city for the results. 

Such a survey is on shaky grounds 
from the outsel. It permits the respon- 
denis io veni bduili-up spieen aboui 
individual legislators — some their 
bosses, some their contacts in the law- 
making process, some their enemies — 
and to do it with complete anonymity 
and without Naving to bear any respon- 
sibility for their views. 

Such a survey has no validity at all. 
You can be assured those lawmakers 
who fared poorly in the Survey witi nave 
it thrown in their faces by their political 
opponents at every corner — while 
those who fared well will incarnarate it 
into their political arsenal, especially in 
this election year. 

At best, the News enterprise, and 
others like it by certain other news- 
papers, serve only tc titillate the readors 
and permit ihe newspaper to pontifi- 
cate; at worse, the whole idea is a cheap 
shot. 

For once, | come down on the side of 
the legislators, and against 2 colleague 
newspaper. Lawmakers, I’m with you on 
this one.

In both cases. you must 
meet several common fe- 
quirements before you are 
eligible for home health 
benefits. They are: 

i. The recipient musi be 
confined tc the home and 
requires skilled nursing care. 
or physical or spcech ther- 
apy. 

2. Th recipient's doctor 
must determine the need for 
home health care and es- 
tablish a plan for this care 
and periodic reviews of the 
necessiiy jor Such caié. 

3. The home health care 
agency must be a "parti- 
cipating” organization under 


Acdicare regulations. In MMi.

chigan. the list of home 
health agency participants 
includes such groups as the 
Visiting Nurses Association.

Both Medicare Parts A and 
B will pay for up to 100 home 
health care visits per year if 
you meet the requirements.

if you are visited by a 
nurse in the morning and a 
physical therapist in the af- 
ternoon, you will be charged 
for two visits. If the nurse 
visits you twice on the same 
day. you also will be charged 
for two visits. The agency 
submits all home health care 
bills.
